Five fires early Tuesday morning 
kept the Salem fire department busy, 
and the many alarms kept the populace 
awake from midnight until 6 o’clock, 
and there exists 
not 
the slightest 
doubt that each 
and 
every one of 
them was fired by incendiaries, who 
might have had a large safe-blowing 
job or a wholesale set of burglaries 
planned for execution during the ex­ 
citement, or by some fanatic or pyro- 
manlac. 
At 12:30 fire was discovered in the 
frame building used as a toilet room 
at the rear and adjoining the Friends’ 
church on Dry street, and a prompt 
response enabled the firemen to get 
the blaze under control with only the 
loss of the small building mentioned. 
With a few minutes more start, how­ 
ever, th e main building would have 
been doomed, as the fire was already 
reaching an airshaft that leads up 
Into the rear of the church. This fire 
was evidently started by placing some 
inflammable material in a store-box 
against the inside of the north walL 
The location of this church Is such 
that had the main 
building caught 
there would have been an immense 
loss to the business section both on 
Broadway and Main street, the build­ 
ing being merely across the alley from 
the rear of Broadway stores and busi­ 
ness blocks. 
A strong wind blowing 
from the south would have carried 
the flames Into the frame buildings in 
the rear of Main street. 
A Residence Next 
A house belonging to Fire Warden 


I^awson Harper, 
opj>osite 
the ball 
park on East Dry street, was discov­ 
ered to be on fire by Mrs. Cyrus, re­ 
siding on the east side of the burning 
building. 
The entire interior of the 
house was a mass of Hames, and with 
their best efforts the department could 
only save the shell of the building. 
The house bad been vacant for some 
time. 
The middle room downstairs 
showed that the fire had been started 
there, and an inspection shows every 
Indication that the “bugs" had entered 
by an unlocked window, and going to 
the cellar through a trap door in the 
kitchen, started the conflagration un­ 
der a cross-sill, the room above show­ 
ing the fire to have burned tnere long­ 
est and the floor having given away. 
Mr. Harper and Rev. H. II. Upthe- 
grove have been repairing the house 
for several days for the occupancy of 
Garfield parties. 
The house was in­ 
sured for $500. 
The barn of Samuel Kille on 
Fast 
Fourth street was the next building 
reported burning, and this was com­ 
pletely destroyed, including some hay, 
but no further property of any con­ 
siderable value. 
From herq^the de­ 
partment went direct to the blazing 
out-kitchen of the vacant house owned 
by Louis Uebele 
on 
the corner of 
Race and Newgarden streets. 
Suspicious Looking Man 8een. 
Neighbors who had been at 
their 
windows watching the blaze from the 
Harper and Kille fires suddenly 
no­ 
ticed that the inside of the Ueb e 
kitchen was ablaze, and an aJarm was 
sent in. 
Abut this time and 
before 
anyone had reached the house, a man 
with a gray overcoat was seen hurry­ 
ing away from the vicinity of the 
kitchen, which, it is believed, he fired. 
This blaze 
must have been started 
from within, as there is no cellar un­ 
der the building, and appearances In­ 
dicate that the fire was started against 
the north wall. The outside door has 
been kept fastened 
by 
two strong 


hooks on the inside, which might hav* 
been torn from their fastenings, or 
entrance might have been gained by 
raising a window, as the connecting 
door between the main hou^e and the 
kitchen has not been kept locked. 
By the time the department had re­ 
turned from this fire they were won­ 
dering whether this was finally the 
end of the night’s work, but at 6 
o'clock another call, this time from 
the vacant barn formerly oecupieffv.as 
a livery stable by John Post, on thXk 
p-operty of the Burson estate, at the 
corner of Lundy 
and 
Dry streets. 
This, however, was quickly aquelch« <1 
before more damage had been «lone 
than the burning of a hole in the floor. 
Here the incendiaries had broken a 
small window looking out upon the 
ravine on the east side and passing 
by some good available material in 
the shape of hay, straw and other in­ 
flammable material, went back to one 
of the real* stalls and stuffed an oil- 
soaked blanket up into an opening be­ 
tween the sill and a two-inch floor 
and lighted it. 
The thickness of the floor was pos­ 
sibly all that saved another destruc­ 
tive fire, as in the time required for 
the blaze to eat through the plank 
would have given the fire a roaring 
start in thinner material. 
The question 
now 
arises as 
to 
whether or not the tire bug who start­ 
ed these blazes was merely a local 
party whose constant cogitation over 
the aged water question has Inspired 
him with a sort of demented desire 
to prove the inadequacy of the present 
water supply or whether it was the 
well-iaid plan of a crook or bunch or 
crooks to get people away from their 
homes or leave an excellent chance 
for an attack on one of the city’s bank­ 
ing institutions. 
It is well to consider that, flushed 
with the success of last night, in the

Monday was the shortest day in the 
year. 
The sun rose at 7:42 o’clock 
and set at about 4:55, allowing only 
9 hours and 13 minutes of daylight. 
Some close figuring is necessary to 
distinguish this shortest day from the 
preceding two days and the succeed­ 
ing two days.

minute. The daylight period of all is 
spoken of as being 9 hours and

On Monday night 
Mr. Raley heard a noise in Mr. Hunt’s 
room, and on going 'there was asked 
to get the latter a drink oi water. 
When he returned Mr. Hunt showed 
alarming symptoms, and died shortly 
after. 
Funeral at 1 p. m. Wednesday at 
East Carmel, Rev. G. W. Grate offlcla- 
ing. 
His only 
sister, 
Mrs. 
Esther 
Raley, of Marshall county, Iowa, can­ 
not come for the funeral. 
George Dillwyn Hunt was bora on 
March 13, 1819, at BrownsvLlle, Fa., 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Stacy Hunt, 
who later removed to Salem, where 
George received his early eduoaition. 
Later he attended Western Reserve 
college at Cleveland, and most of his 
life was spent as a teacher. 
It was 
one of his favorite statements that he 
had “taught over 60 term s” of sohool, 
and his intertest in education contin­ 
ued all his life.

early manhood he was married to a 
very highly respected woman, a na­ 
tive of New York »tate. 
She lived 
but a short time, most of their mar­ 
ried life being spent near Butlerville, 
Ind. 
About 20 years ago ho retired from 
educational work, and had since re 
sided in this olty at 96 East Green 
street. 
He did considerable work as 
a book agent and as the representa­ 
tive of agricultural papers, and 
de­ 
voted much time to literature, attain­ 
ing some note as an author. 
Among 
his most notable productions wero "A 
History of 
Salem,” 
"How to Keep 
Boys on the Farm,” and two novels, 
"Albert Merton, the Farm Hand,” and 
its sequel, “Sophia Sidwell." He also 
wrote 
a number 
of opems, among 
thorn being “A Modern Pedagogy," and 
“The Pioneers of Columbiana County,” 
Issued In pamphlet form. At the lime 
of the dedication of the High school 
building he composed 
a dedication 
poem, which he read at the exercises 
held November 25, 1897. 
The deceased was a member of the 
First Baptist church of this city, and 
throughout his long life was always 
highly respected. 
He was probably 
the oldest living teacher In Ohio, and 
retained his faculties remarkably.

LEETONIA MAN STRUCK 
BY CAR AND INJURED 


Columbiana, Dec. 22.—The body ot 
W. Schrag, 23 years old, who was tbo 
victim of murder in a hotel in Idaho 
Falls, Idaho, the first of last week, 
arrived in this place, his former home, 
yesterday morning for burial.

The young man went W est some 
months ago and was located for a 
time with his elder brother, Hiram. 
Later he left his brother and started 
on a prospecting tour of the state 
with a companion, Intending to return 
to his home here for the holidays. 
Only meager details of file 
tragedy 
have been obtainable even by mem­ 
bers of the family, but R seems that 
he was the victim of treachery on the 
part of his traveling companion and 
roommate, whose motive was, per­ 
haps, robbery. 
At least, he was murdered in his bed 
with an axe while he slept, and his 
companion disappeared. The body was 
found with the axe sticking 
in 
the 
cloven skull, where the .murderer had 
left It in his haste to escape after 
having struck the fatal ¡¿low. 
The 
authorities are on the trail of the fugi­ 
tive, and are confident of apprehend­ 
ing him. 
The murdered youth was an exem­ 
plary young man. He was a son of J. 
J. Henry Sclilag, a prominent farmer 
near this place. Ills brother, Hiram, 
who was in a distant part of Idaho 
when the tragedy occurred,

Columbus, O., Dec. 22—Arrival of 
Charles P. Taft of Cincinnati on the 
scene of battle; the dethronem ent of 
Arthur I. \ orys as his campaign man­ 
ager 
in 
favor

State Chairman 
Henry A. W illiams; the authoritative 
report that Jam es R. Garfield, secre­ 
tary of the interior, 'will be a dark 
horse candidate for senator in the 
event former Gov. HerrK k is given a 
cabinet portfolio; reports that George 
B. Cox of Cincinnati will help For- 
aker; rum ors that Foraker will next 
week withdraw gracefully from the 
senatorial fight if he does not get the 
Cox support, and the details of an at­ 
tempted deal on the part of R e p u b l i ­ 
can office holders to allow- Gov. Har­ 
mon to appoint a Democratic senator 
if he will allow Republicans in state 
offices to rem ain ther<'— these were 
among the newest features of the sen­ 
atorial fight Monday. 
“I am extremely hopeful at the out­ 
look and I have every reason to be­ 
lieve I will be elected,” said Mr. Taft 
when he reached the scene. 
“I have 
no direct statem ent to make now con­ 
cerning my strength, but I will have 
something to say later on.” 
He de­ 
clared himself in favor of an open 
caucus on the senatorial question; not 
only an open vote, but also a public 
caucus, subject to stenographic report 
for publication if desired. 
Mr. Taft 
declared th at there is no truth in the 
stories that President Roosevelt is op­ 
posed to his candidacy, and that the 
Iatter’s denial of taking part in the 
contest should be accepted as final. 
He would not speak about the re­ 
ported break between President-elect 
Taft and Congressman Burton. 
Indications are that the Burton peo­ 
ple are playing for the labor vote on 
the claim that Mr. Burton has been 
the friend of the labor interests in the 
lower house of congress. 
President 
Hawley of the Columbus Federation 
of Labor called on Mr. Burton and 
held a lengthy conference. 
On the 
same score the Burton people are 
claiming the vote of Representative 
Reynolds of Franklin, who Is said to 
favor Daugherty should Daugherty en­ 
ter the race. 
However, the Taft peo­ 
ple seem to be certain of Jones and 
Ertley of the Franklin delegation. 
It Is declared on fairly good author­ 
ity that Senator Foraker in the* last 
few days has made overtures to Repre­ 
sentative Burton to secure his sup­ 
port in preventing a caucus, saying 
that therein would lie the hopes of 
both of them. 
Senator Foraker denounced a story 
from Cleveland to the effect that he 
had decided to abandon the race for 
senator. 
He admitted that he will is­ 
sue a formal statem ent regarding the 
senatorial race W ednesday. 
The sen­ 
ator’s announcem ent has caused all 
kinds of gossip and in spite of the 
declaration that he still will be In the 
race, many of the politicians here de­ 
clare that he will eventually w i t h d r a w 
and that his promised statem ent Wed­ 
nesday may contain his withdrawal. 
Harry Daugherty, who has just re­ 
turned from New York, said Monday 
that he had not decided w hether ho 
will run for senator. 
The senatorial caucus Is now being 
talked of either for Monday evening, 
January 4, or Saturday, 
January 
9. 
The first ballot for senator m ust be 
held before January 12 and the in­ 
auguration January 11 would preclude 
doing much then. The only open date, 
therefore, would be January 9, if the 
caucus is not held early in the same 
week.

Southern Mountaineers a Delight to 
the Antiquarian.

W ashington, Dec. 22.—Andrew C ar 
negie, famous for 
the 
m illions 
he 
made in the steel busness and for his 
views on economic questions, m ade a 
m ost entertaining, if not instructive, 
w itness before the house ways and 
m eans com m ittee Monday in connec­ 
tion with the proposed revision of the 
tariff. 
An article on the tariff, es­ 
pecially as to the steel schedule, w rit 
ten by Mr. Carnegie recently appeared 
in a m onthly magazine. 
T hat article 
becam e the basis for the questions 
asked by the m em bers of the com m it­ 
tee. 
Mr. C arnegie’s principal «contention 
as th at the steel industry needs no 
more protection, th at it has reached 8 
point in its developm ent w here the 
American m anufacturers can compete 
with the world under free trade condi­ 
tions. 
He said th at Judge Gary told 
the com m ittee th at the United States 
Steel corporation can get along w ith­ 
out a tariff on its products and th at 
should be sufficient evidence for the 
com m ittee to take off the duty on 
steel and Iron. 
As the testim ony of various steel 
m anufacturers was a t variance with 
the statem ents m ade by Mr. Carnegie, 
the com m ittee invited the “Laird of 
Skibo” to come to W ashington and 
give any Inform ation th at the com m it­ 
tee could use in determ ining proposed 
changes in the steel schedule. 
As Mr. 
arnegie declined to accept th e invi­ 
tation be w a s subpoenaed to appear 
when authority to call w itnesses in 
th at m anner w as granted by congress. 
Mr. Carnegie w as to have been heard 
nearly two weeks ago, but asked for a 
postponem ent evidently for the pur 
pose of having the com m ittee secure 
the testim ony of other steel m agnates 
first. 
He w as on the stand Monday 
for nearly eight hours. 
H e exasper­ 
ated several of the standpatters with 
his epigram m atic replies. 
He evidently enjoyed th e crossfire 
of questions put to him by both Re 
publican and Democratic m em bers of 
the com m ittee.
